WASHINGTON (AP) - Here is the 


text of the second article of impeach- 
ment, approved Monday by the House 
Judiciary Coomittee: 
Article II 


Using the powers of the office of 


President of the United States, Richard 
M. Nixon, in violation of his constitutio- 
nal oath faithfully to execute the office 
of President of the United States and, 
to the best of his ability, preserve, pro- 
tect, and defend the Constitution of the 
United States, and in disregard of his 
constitutional duty to take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed, has repeat- 
edly engaged in conduct violating the 
constitutional rights of citizens, im- 
pairing the due and proper adminis- 
tration of justice and the conduct of 
lawful inquiries, or contravening the 
laws governing agencies of the execu- 


tive branch and the purposes of these 
agencies. 


This conduct has included one or 


more of the following: 


(1) He has. acting personally and 


through his subordinates, and agents, 
endeavored to obtain from the Internal 
Revenue Service, in violation of the 
constitutional rights of citizens, confi- 
dential information contained in in- 
come tax returns for purposes not au- 
thorized by law, and to cause, in 
violation of the constitutional rights of 
citizens, income tax audits or other in- 
come tax investigations to be initiated 
or conducted in a discriminatory man- 
ner. 


(2) He misused the Federal Bureau 


of Investigation, the Secret Service, 
and other executive personnel, in viola- 
tion or disregard of the constitutional 


rights of citizens, by directing, or au- 
thorizing such agencies or personnel to 
conduct or continue electronic surveil- 
lance or other investigations for pur- 
poses unrelated to national security, 
the enforcement of laws, or any other 
lawful function of his office; he did di- 
rect, authorize, or permit the use of in- 
formation obtained thereby for pur- 
poses unrelated to national security, 
the enforcement of laws, or any other 
lawful function of his office; and he did 
direct the concealment of certain 
records made by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation of electronic surveillance. 


(3) He has, acting personally and 


through his subordinates and agents, 
in violation or disregard of the consti- 
tutional rights of citizens, authorized 
and permitted to be maintained a se- 
cret investigative unit within the office 


of the President, financed in part with 
money derived from campaign contri- 
butions to him, which unlawfully uti- 
lized the resources of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, engaged in covert 
and unlawful activities, and attempted 
to prejudice the constitutional right of 
an accused to a fair trial. 


(4) He has failed to take care that the 


laws were faithfully executed by failing 
to act when he knew or had reason to 
know that his close subordinates endea- 
vored to impede and frustrate lawful 
inquiries by duly constituted executive, 
judicial, and legislative entities con- 
cerning the unlawful entry into the 
headquarters of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, and the cover-up 
thereof, and concerning other unlawful 
activities including those relating to 
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2nd article approved, 
3rd under consideration 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
With ap- 


proval of two broad impeachment arti- 
cles behind it, the House Judiciary 
Committee opened debate today on 
whether President 
Nixon should be 


charged as well for his refusal to turn 
over subpoenaed tape recordings and 
other materials to its inquiry. 


The first impeachment article to be 


proposed by a Republican was offered 
by Rep. Robert McClory of Illinois, the 
minority's second-ranking member. 


The article said Nixon "has 
failed 


without lawful cause or excuse" to pro- 
duce the materals from 147 conversa- 
tions which the committee sought in 
eight subpoenas issued during April, 
May and June. 


"The prime example of stonewalling 


is right there." McClory told the com- 
mittee on its sixth day of nationally 
broadcast debate. 


In a bid to speed up proceedings, the 


panel agreed to a two-hour limit for 
general debate on the proposal. 


Other proposed articles on Nixon's 


personal finances and on the secret 
bombing of Cambodia were to be intro- 
duced later. Committee members were 
unsure if they could finish their delib- 


erations by tonight. 


The committee climaxed a 12-hour 


session Monday night by approving, 28 
to 10, an article charging Nixon with 
violating his oath of office and his con- 
stitutional duties. 


McClory predicted in advance of de- 


bate that his proposed third article 
would be approved 22 to 16. 


"Congress itself is pitted against the 


executive," he said in defense of his 
proposal. He said executive privilege 
"has no place in an impeachment in- 
quiry." 


McClory's swing to the proimpeach- 


ment side Monday in the abuse of 
power debate produced the most one- 
sided substantive vote of the public de- 
liberations. 


Seven Republicans joined the 21 com- 


mittee Democrats in support of the ar- 
ticle, which many of them judged to be 
stronger than the obstruction of justice 
article approved Saturday, 27-11. 


"Just as a consistent abuse of power, 


holds more danger for the republic 
than a single criminal act, so is this a 
far more serious charge than in the ar- 
ticle already adopted," said Rep. Law- 
rence J. Hogan, R-Md., a leading sup- 


porter of Article II. 


Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D-Mass.. 


called the committee's action "a vic- 
tory for justice" and said history may 
compare it to the challenge of the Eng- 
lish barons that led to the signing of 
the Magna Carta in 1215, a milestone in 
the growth of political liberty in Eng- 
land. 


President Nixon's supporters on the 


panel viewed the proceedings darkly. 
"I'm deeply concerned for the future of 
the presidency," said Rep. Delbert L. 
Latta, R-Ohio. 


Rep. Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., 


said the committee was taking a step 
toward parliamentary government by 
basing impeachment on so vague a 
charge as abuse of presidential power. 


But the Democrats and Republicans 


supporting the article said the offenses 
charged against Nixon were so serious 
they threatened the freedom of the 
American people. 


Article II is based on the oath a Pres- 


ident takes to faithfully execute his of- 
fice and to preserve, protect and de- 
fend the Constitution, and on the duty 
the Constitution imposes on him to see 
that the laws are faithfully executed. 


Make Ford president, Proxmire says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., proposed Monday 
that Vice President Ford be designated 
acting President while President Nixon 
concentrates his energies on defense 
against impeachment. 


Proxmire's proposal came after 


Nixon economic adviser Kenneth Rush 
told a Joint Economic Committee hear- 
ing that Nixon can still command lead- 
ership despite his impeachment battle. 
Rush said Nixon could still muster Con- 
gressional and public support on eco- 


nomic matters. 


"Presidents in the past have been un- 


der serious siege and exercised lead- 
ership," Rush said, citing Abraham 
Lincoln, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry S. Truman. 


However, Proxmire said Nixon's 


problems are far graver than those 
faced by the presidents Rush cited. 


"His'word, his honesty is going to be 


under constant attack, day after day," 
Proxmire said of the ongoing impeach- 
ment debate in the House and possibly 


later in the Senate. He said the attacks 
on Nixon's credibility will make it 
harder for him to bolster confidence in 
his administration. 


He suggested Nixon implement the 


25th Amendment to the Constitution, 
under which a disabled President tem- 
porarily may transfer duties of his of- 
fice to the Vice President. 


Rush replied that would be "extraor- 


dinarily disruptive" and cause "great 
harm to the country." 


Mideast talks resume 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A renewed 


U.S. diplomatic effort for additional 
progress in Middle East peace negotia- 
tions opens with a meeting between 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Al- 
lon.

first of a series Kissinger expects to 
hold with key Israeli and Arab leaders 
over the next month. 


The idea is to define the issues as 


seen by all sides in order to work out a 
formula to carry Israel and the Arabs 
beyond the current cease-fire and lim- 
ited troop disengagement agreements. 


In today's talks, for instance, Kiss- 


inger and Allon will go over options re- 
garding possible disengagement with 
Jordan, a further troop separation be- 
tween Israel and Egypt, the opening of 
the Geneva peace conference, 
the 


status of Palestinian Arabs and the 
American aid program to the Jewish 
state. 


U.S. officials say Kissinger will not 


press any specific ideas on what he 
feels should happen, but he will urge 
Allon to examine all possibilities with 
the aim of establishing optimum 
flexibility. 


Kor example, the United States wants 


the Jerusalem government to recon- 
sider its previous refusals to open dis- 
engagement talks with Jordan before a 
second stage of negotiations is held 
with Egypt on further troop separa- 
tions. 


U.S. officials said that Kissinger is 


sympathetic to the domestic political 
oroblems facing Premier Yitzhak Ra- 
oin's government because of pressures 
by Orthodox Jews not to give up any of 
the West Bank of the Jordan River. 


Rabin's government, which holds 


power by a single vote, has tried to put 
aff the Jordanian disengagement ques- 
tion by claiming it is not appropriate 
under current circumstances since Jor- 
dan did not fight in last October's Is- 
raeli-Arab war. 


However, Kissinger is expected to 


suggest that Allon consider carrying on 
second stage disengagement talks with 
Egypt at the same time negotiations 
are opened with Jordan. 


It charges Nixon with violating both 


his oath and his constitutional duties 
by misusing the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice, authorizing illegal wiretaps, estab- 
lishing a secret investigative unit in 
the White House that engaged in unlaw- 
ful activities, and interfering with in- 
vestigations of the Watergate break-in 
and cover-up. 


"We came perilously close to losing 


our basic freedoms," said Rep. Paul S. 
Sarbanes, D-Md., in a final round of de- 
bate before the vote. "And it is for that 
reason we must act affirmatively 
tonight." 


During the long day and night of de-" 


bate on the article, Nixon's supporters 
insisted there either was no evidence 
linking the President to the illegal acts 
charged, or that the acts were justified 
by national security considerations. 


The article covers acts by Nixon's 


subordinates, as well as his own, a pro- 
vision challenged by Wiggins as at- 
tempting to hold Nixon responsible for 
the misdeeds of others. 


But McClory, citing the score of for- 


mer White House and Nixon re-election 
campaign officials either in prison or 
under indictment, said Nixon could not 
escape responsibility. 


"A President can only act through 


his subordinates," McClory said. "The 
question is, is he tolerating, has he tol- 
erated this kind of conduct in and 
around the White House?" 


Much of the debate centered on the 


establishment of the plumbers investi- 
gative unit in the White House, which 
Nixon's defenders said was entirely 
justified by national security concerns 
caused by the leaking of the Pentagon 
Papers by Daniel Ellsberg. 


Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., said be- 


tween the administration's wiretapping 
of private citizens and the operations of 
the plumbers unit, "the Nixon White 
House made the secret police a realty 
in the United States. 


The third article to be proposed is 


also based on Nixon's oath of office and 
constitutional requirement to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed. 


It states that he "has failed without 


lawful cause or excuse to produce pa- 
pers and things as directed by duly au- 
thorized subpoenas ..." The committee 
issued eight subpoenas calling for 
tapes of 147 conversations. It received 
edited transcripts of 42 conversations. 


McClory's proposed article says by 


refusing to honor the subpoenas, Nixon 
was undermining the constitutional 
process of impeachment. 


Only McClory and Hogan among the 


Republicans are expected to support 
the proposed article, and at least one 
Democrat, Rep. Walter Flowers, D-

R-WK . and Robert Kasten- 
meier, D-Wis.. sided with the majority 
Monday night when the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, on a 28-10 roil call, 
voted to recommend a second article of 
impeachment of President Nixon. 


Kastenmeier was one of 21 Demo- 


crats and Froehlich one of seven Re- 
publicans voting for the article, which 
accuses Nixon of abusing the powers of 
the presidency. 


Earlier. Kastenmeier and Froehlich 


also were with the majority when the 
committee refused to strike from a pro- 
posed impeachment article a section 
charging the president with abusing 


the FBI and other agencies in elec- 
tronic surveillance activities.

Froehlich and Kastenmeier split 


when the committee, on a 24-14 rollcall, 
rejected an amendment to a proposed 
impeachment article which would have 
narrowed the language by restricting a 
count on coverup activities to the Wa- 
tergate breakin and deleting the phrase 
"and concerning other matters " 


Froehlich was among 12 Republicans 


and two Democrats who voted for the 
amendment. Kastenmeier joined 19 
Democrats and five Republicans in vot- 
ing against it.

Greece, Turkey 
agree on Cyprus

Turkey and Greece have reached a 


compromise agreement "in principle" 
for ending their military showdown on 
Cyprus, a spokesman for the Turkish 
delegation to the Geneva peace talks 
reported today. 


He predicted the accord would be 


signed this afternoon. 


But Greek Foreign Minister George 


Mavros told newsmen that, %vhile he is 
hopeful, there were still a number of 
problems to resolve before a truce 
could be signed. 


The Turkish spokesman said the 


exact wording of the agreement was 
being worked out, including a compro- 
mise on the potentially explosive issue 
of Turkish troop withdrawals. He indi- 
cated the Turks would agree to wording 
in the agreement that would speak of 
Turkish troop reductions, rather than 
withdrawals. 


A Greek delegate said, however, that 


the new Turkish formula commits the 
Ankara government to withdraw its in- 
vasion force when a final political set- 
tlement is reached on the Medi- 
terranean island. The Turkish military 
presence thereby would be officially de- 
fined as temporary, thus saving the 
Greeks face. 


Once an interim military agreement 


is concluded in Geneva, the Cyprus 


peace talks will be able to advance to a 
second stage to deal with the island re- 
public's political future. This would in- 
clude an overhauling of the Cyprus con- 
stitution as well as the 1960 agreement 
whereby Greece, Turkey and Britain 
guaranteed Cyprus independence. 


These talks could begin toward the 


end of the first week in August, the 
Turkish spokesman said. One date 
being mentioned was.Aug. 8. 


Observers in Geneva reacted to the 


latest pronouncements with caution, re- 
calling that several times during the 
six-days of talks delegates had said an 
agreement was near at hand. But each 
time the accord fell through at the last 
moment. 


The talks again appeared headed 


toward failure when Turkey, which had 
been taking a hard line, offered new 
proposals at the three power confer- 
ence. 
The new Turkish proposals came af- 


ter Secretary of State Henry A. Kiss- 
inger conferred 
long-distance from 


Washington with Turkish Premier Bu- 
lent Ecevit in Ankara, Turkish sources 
said. 


Members of the Greek delegation, 


who voiced deep pessimism Monday 
night, told newsmen the atmosphere 
had brightened at the outset of the 
sixth day of tough bargaining in Gen- 
eva. 


Nixon to claim Jaworski 
should not hear tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A White 


House spokesman said today President 
Nixon will claim that portions of 20 Wa- 
tergate tapes being surrendered today 
to U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
should not be passed on to Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 


Warren said Nixon spent much of the 
morning personally listening to tapes 
in the Lincoln sitting room at the White 
House. 


Warren said the President has deter- 


mined that he will file claims that Ja- 
worski should be denied parts of the 
tapes on grounds of national security or 
executive privilege. 


Warren said "there will be a few" 


such instances but added, "I am not 
prepared to discuss what these may- 
be." 


Under terms of an 8-0 Supreme Court 


ruling last Wednesday. Sirica even- 
tually is to receive tapes and memo- 
randa covering 64 presidential conver- 
sations, then screen them for material 
he deems relevant for Jaworski's pur- 
poses. 


The special prosecutor subpoenaed 


the tapes for use as evidence in the 
Sept. 9 trial of six former White House 
and Nixon re-election campaign aides 
charged in connection with the Water- 
gate cover-up. 


Warren said he was not certain 


whether Nixon's objections to giving 
Jaworski some of the material on the 
first 20 tapes will be based on executive 
privilege or national security grounds, 
or both. 


Nixon postponed until midafternoon a 


scheduled morning meeting with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury William E. Simon. 


Warren said Nixon's review of the 


tapes, which he said began Monday, 
contributed to the delay in the meeting 
with Simon. 


Warren reported Nixon was primar- 


ily working alone at listening to tapes 
but that the reels were being set up for 
him by an aide. 


Asked why a technician was not 


present to make certain Nixon does not 
push the wrong button and erase some 
of the material. Warren said, "all pre- 
cautions are being taken to see that 
this will not occur." 


In any event. Warren said. Nixon is 


listening to copies of the original reels 
which must be turned over to Sirica. 


He said the President's chief Water- 


gate defense attorney. James D. St. 
Clair. and members of St. Clair's staff 
also were listening to subpoenaed tapes 
in order to carry out a provision of the 
Supreme Court order that the tapes be 
accompanied by a White House analy- 
sis and index of their content.

mpossible dream comes true 


Dreams do comt" true, n just takes a 


little longer to realize the ones deemed 
impossible. And this was certainly the 
case when Appleton Memorial Hospital 
Auxiliary was established 20 years ago 
— four years before the hospital first 
opened its doors. Membership that 
first year surpassed 500. 


To celebrate the anniversary, the 


hospital administration and staff hon- 
ored auxilians at a gala tea Friday af- 
ternoon in the hospital conference 
room. At this time, the charter mem- 
bers and past presidents were recog- 
nized. Appreciation was extended to all 
volunteers by the staff as well as the 
president of the Wisconsin State Aux- 
iliary, Shirlee Van Roy of Hayward. 


It was July 23, 1954 when the aux- 


iliary was formally organized. That day 
brought to reality a dream of several 
\tunK-n Vkhu for bOiiK- time had worked 
for the establishment of a new hospital. 
According to historian's scrapbooks, 
one of the notable women among thost- 
involved at the time was Mrs. Karl M. 
Haugen. Her husband had been dis- 
cussing the possibility of a new hospi- 
tal among friends and business associ- 
ates for several years. When in 1954 
hopes and plans for this venture 
seemed possible. Mrs. Haugen sug- 
gested that "eventually there will be a 
women's auxiliary, so why should it not 
be now? Perhaps the women could help 
the hospital get started." 


And help the women did as they met 


several times at the Haugen home, fi- 
nally putting a steering committee to- 
gether and gaining approval from the 
men for writing a constitution. The 
»vomen did indeed help achieve what 
many considered to be an impossible 
dream. 


Hie auxiliary constitution states that 


the purpose of its existence is "to pro- 
mote among women an active interest 
in the Appleton Memorial Hosptial and 
its needs and to provide ways and 
means of assistance." 


The auxiliary historian. Mrs. Melvin 


Knoke. has kept complete scrapbooks 
which yield an exciting history of dedi- 
cation, enthusiasm, generosity and 
hard work. 


On the first executive board were 


Mrs. Stephen Freschl, president; Mrs. 
Leigh Wolfe, first vice president; Mrs. 
John Bonini. second vice president; 
Mabel Sibley, secretary; Mrs. LeRoy 
Stohlman. treasurer; Mrs. Haugen and 
Mrs. James Wagg, members at large. 
The women who were the first to work 
for the auxiliary made fund-raising 
tb<»ir primo purpose. 


All monies raised prior to the open- 


ing of the new building were directed 
to the building fund. Early projects in- 
cluded a series of coffee hours around 
the city with the help of the Welcome 
Wagon groups and advance ticket sales 
for the Knights of Pythias Home Show. 
At "work open houses" candy wreaths 
were made to be sold. Many civic 
groups in Appleton and Outagamie 
County lent their support, sponsoring 
benefits for the auxiliary. 


The energy with which these early 


auxilians pursued their goals enabled 
the organization to 
fulfill 
its first 


pledge of $50,000 by the end of 1958. 
Also given that year was the first nurs- 
ing scholarship. The auxiliary was 
cited for outstanding project work at 
the American Hospital Assn. conven- 
tion in Chicago. A news article in 1961 
called the group "perhaps ihe most in- 


dustrious in the U.S." as it boasted 
1.000 members and $100,000 given to 
the hospital in seven years of existence. 


The purpose was further imple- 


mented when the hospital opened. Al- 
though fund-raising efforts continued, 
volunteers helped with patient service 
work. They tackled huge amounts of 
sewing for furnishing the building, in- 
cluding drapes, towels, wrappers and 
tray cloths. The Gift Shop opened that 
year under the management of Mrs. 
Carl Schroeder and the book cart, 
flower and mail delivery began. Pink 
Ladies eagerly accepted the chalenge 
given them by the hospital and commu- 
nity. 


The organization continues today in 


the tradition of its beginning. Volun- 
teer hours put in by women working on 
all hospital-oriented projects 
ap- 


proaches 85.000 a year. 


The Candy Striper program, begun 


in 1964, is valuable to young people as 
training in health careers and fills a 
much needed service. The Gift Shop 
helps patients and visitors and is a suc- 
cessful financial venture. Projects sup- 
ported by the community include the 
thrift sale, Christmas bazaar, musi- 
cales and bnuge games. The purpose 
of the auxiliary lives as 1,200 women 
continue to serve the hospital.

Candace Stang, 29. who bats .600 with 


a Waterford women's softball team, 
said she had drilled religiously on chin- 
ups, using a bar installed in her bed- 
room doorway. 


"Now I question the significance of 


that physical fitness test," she said. "I 
firmly believe half the veterans on the 
force couldn't do it." 


The police force needs women, she 


said. Authorities agree there is often a 
need for the woman's touch in handling 
juveniles and victims of rape. 


The department has nine women on 


its vice squad and seven in its youth as- 
sistance bureau. Miss Stang and Miss 
Stemper said there have been no job 
openings for policewomen since they 
began applying in 1972. 


Miss Stang questioned whether the 


physicals relate to the type ol police 
work she had in mind for herself. 


She said she recalls a policeman's re- 


mark as he watched a woman applicant 
struggle to open a window. 


The man. she said, remarked: "How 


do you expect to beat down a door if 
you can't open a window?" 


William Gore, police commission 


chairman, said the women's results 
were disappointing. 


"What we will have to do." he said, 


"is make sure everything in the physi- 
cal is job related, with an eye toward 
screening women in rather than out."

An Appleton man said Monday that

Manufacturing Co., Black Creek, hin- 
ted, however, that one of his proposals 
will be that the county sell him the dis- 
puted garage and then lease it from 
him. 


Gertsch gave no indication what he 


would pay. although several months 
ago he offered 518,000 for the garage, 
which a year ago cost the county 
525,000. 


"You still want me to work on a pur- 


chase-lease deal? Will it be okay if I 
bring in something like this?" Gertsch 
asked. Committee Chairman George 
Kroes told him to go ahead. 


Committee members seemed to have 


gone out of their way to avoid discuss- 
ing the highway garage problem dur- 
ing Monday's all-day session. 


A year ago the committee won county 


board approval of a package deal 
whereby an old county garage in Black 
Creek was sold to Outagamie Produc- 
ers Co-Op, which needed to expand, 
and a replacement garage nearby was 
purchased from Black Creek Indus- 
tries, Inc., for $25,000. 


Some supervisors recently learned 


that a 1968 survey done for Osborn 
Manufacturing Co. showed that the 
company's south lot line bisects a 13- 
foot-deep north wing of the highway ga- 
rage. The wing houses the garage's 
heating plant and lavatories. 


But, more significantly, they also 


learned that the rest of their new ga- 
rage is only seven feet south of Osborn 
Manufacturing's line. State building 
codes require that when such a struc- 
ture is less than 10 feet from a lot line, 
there must be a fire wall on that side. 


Estimates to construct a fire wall 


ranged to $16,000. 


Further complications exist because 


sewer and water laterals run from the 
Osborn plant to the garage and there is 
a 10,000-gallon underground fuel tank 


which the county thought it owned but 
which Gertsch said is on Osborn prop- 
erty. Estimated value of the tank is 
$4,000 or $5,000. 


County Corp. Counsel William Schuh 


said last week he was aware of the 
boundary line problem when the high- 
way department proposed buying the 
property. 


Kroes and another committeeman, 


Supv. Bernard Tillman of Grand Chute, 
said word never got to the committee. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes of Appleton, an- 


other committeeman, was critical of 
what he saw as Schuh's laxity in pro- 
tecting the county's interest in the 
transaction, but he was sure that Schuh 
had informed the committee about the 
boundary line issue. 


Gertsch met with the highway com- 


mittee a week ago and was expected to 
bring in a proposal Monday afternoon. 


"This thing is too involved. I need

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Builders' group pushes for new-house warranties

WASHINGTON - If you want assur- 


ance that all claims made for a new 
house are true, you should know 
"HOW." 


"HOW" is an acronym for Home 


Owners Warranty Program, a flourish- 
ing child of the National Association of 
Home Builders, which represents most 
,of the home construction industry in 
this country. 


Although officially launched only a 


few weeks ago, HOW already has been 
accepted by 77 builders' associations in 


, 24 states and is growing rapidly in pop- 


ularity in the rest of the nation. 
. Warranties are not yet available but 
will be soon now that an insurance 
firm, American Bankers Co. of Miami. 
'Fla.. has been selected to back the pro- 
.gram financially. 


Here's how "HOW" works: 
It sets up a system of registering 


^builders, monitoring their perform- 


ances, resolving any builder-buyer dis- 
putes and issuing 10-year warranties to 
buyers of new houses. 


Builders must meet certain stan- 


dards of technical competence, finan- 
cial soundness and ethical practices. 
And they must pay for the program on 
the basis of their sales. There is no 
charge to the buyer, although the fees 
may be included in the selling price of 
the house. 


If a builder goes out of business or 


defaults on his obligations in the first 
two years, HOW assumes the responsi- 
bilities of the warranty. If a problem 
arises during the next eight years, the 
insurance company has the responsi- 
bility. 


Major structural defects are covered 


throughout the 10 years. During the 
first year, coverage also extends to 
faulty workmanship and defective ma- 
terials. 


During the first two years, coverage 


also extends to installation of plumb- 
ing, heating, electrical and cooling sys- 
tems. 


In addition, a warranty can be trans- 


ferred if a house changes ownership 
during the 10-year period. 


Excluded from warranty coverage 


are loss or damage not reported within 
the required time, defective design or 
materials supplied by purchasers, sec- 
ondary damage, such as personal in- 
jury caused by defects, normal wear 
and tear, shrinkage and dampness, im- 
proper maintenance, landscaping and 
insect damage or damage covered by 
other insurance policies. 


The system of settling disputes relies 


on the American Arbitration Associ- 
ation. But first, the buyer must submit 
his complaint to the local HOW Council 
for investigation and possible settle- 
ment. 


If no agreement is reached, the case 


can then be taken to arbitration by ei- 


ther party for a $75 fee. Both parties 
must agree to be bound by whatever 
decision is made. 


But the arbitrayon system does not 


preclude a buyer from filing a legal 
suit. It aims to avoid such suits by of- 
fering a quicker, more responsive sys- 
tem. 


Nearly half of all new-house builders 


already offer written warranties of 
various types (not part of HOW), and 
many other builders offer oral commit- 
ments to repair major defects. The 
HOW program simply seeks to forma- 
lize and extend warranties to more 
people.

Gregory J. Schrimpf and Carl H. 


Wenzel aren't exactly Tony Randall 
and Jack Klugman. But they were 
able to imbue their characters (Fe- 
lix Ungar and Oscar Madison, re- 
spectively) with enough credibility 
to make ""The Odd Couple," which 
opened Saturday at the Attic The- 
ater, one of the best offerings of the 
summer theater thus far. 


Considering the exposure that 


this Neil Simon comedy has re- 
ceived over the last few years, this 
was no small accomplishment. Not 
only is it one of the most successful 
and long-running plays ever staged 
on Broadway, but it has also been 
adapted lor a television bc-ries star- 
ring Randall and Klugman. 


The title itself is suggestive ot 


the theme. 


The story revolves around two di- 


vorced men who share an apart- 
ment. Felix Ungar is fastidious to 
the point of being neurotic; Oscar 
Madison is compulsively sloppy 
and he dramatizes it by wearing a 
sweatshirt with the slogan "To Hell 
With Housework." 


They try to work out a living ar- 


rangement but the experiment is 
notably unsuccessful. Ungar cannot 
bear to see ashes on the rug or 
dishes in the sink. His apron string 
is still attached to his estranged 
wife. Besides, he is a superb cook. 


All of this is driving Madison up 


a wall. He likes to slop around with 
his card playing cronies, is never 
up to date with his alimony pay- 
ment, loves to see the apartment in 
a state of disarray and can't stand 
rigidity. 


The supporting players gave the 


play an incredible sense of realism. 
H. P. Dixson as the beer-bellied, ci- 
gar-smoking cop almost over- 
shadowed the principals, especially 
in the early scenes. There was 
something about his portrayal as 


Madison's card playing partner 
that was tremendously genuine. 


Vinnie (Urban P. Van Susteren) 


and Gwendolyn and Cecily Pigeon 
(Doreen Brewer and Jane Gage) 
also deserve honorable mention. 
The former is a member of the po- 
ker crew. Nothing especially sig- 
nificant about his role.

delight are the terrific one liners

deny that some medical bills are exces- 
sive. 


But 1 am convinced that the majority 


of physicians want to give honest value 
for fees they receive, and want to build 
up a firm and honest relationship with 
patients. 


I think most physicians — and in- 


clude me, please — believe that every 
case of overcharging hurts the whole 
profession. 


For that reason, most county medical 


societies have a grievance committee 
(the exact name may vary). The com- 
mittee exists to listen to patients' com- 
plaints, and is not limited just to fees. 


Where it is a question of fee, the com- 


mittee listens to both sides. It is some- 
times true that special procedures, 
tests or study of the literature may 
mount up to more work than the 
patient realizes. But the patient is en- 
titled to know that. 


It is important to you, the patient, as 


well as to us — the physicians — to 
reach a fair understanding. Sometimes 
adjustments in the fee are made after 
such hearings; sometimes not. But that 
is the place to go for adjustment, if it is 
warranted, and if not, an explanation.

NFL talks resume today

The National Football League play- 


ers' 
strike entered a critical stage 


today with the resumption of talks and 
rank-and-file criticism of the players 
association's negotiating tactics. 


Efforts to settle the 30-day-old strike 


were scheduled to resume this after- 
noon in Washington D.C., under super- 
vision of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service's chief, W.J. 
Usery. 


Usery met Monday with representa- 


tives of the NFL Players Association 
and planned to talk with the NFL Man- 
agement Council, bargaining agent for 
the owners, today before resuming ne- 
gotiations. 


Usery said he hoped now that "we 


can get both sides down to hard, good- 
faith bargaining. That is what we de- 
sire and are working for and we hope 
an agreement can be consummated." 


Meanwhile in Chicago, offensive 


tackle Bob Asher said "it's getting ob- 
vious we've lost the strike. The owners 
aren't budging. 


"I feel Ed Garvey (the players asso- 


ciation's executive director) is blowing 
it. He came into this thing with such 
hardnosed tactics, using freedom as 
the theme, that the good points of our 
stand have been disguised." 


Asher said " ... by ignoring the pub- 


lic with the 'No Freedom, No Football' 
approach, probably 80 per cent of the 
public is against us."

GREEN BAY — On the Green Bay 


Packers there is probably no unit as 
closely knit as the offensive line. And 
during the current National Football 
league players' strike, the lineman 
have been the strongest union force on 
the team. 


Now, the designated No. 1 quarter- 


back. Jerry Tagge, has broken ranks 
and decided to ignore the picket lines. 
And as many quarterbacks will tell 
you, they are only as good as their of- 
fensive line. 


Thus, the obvious question is: What 


effect will Tagge's reporting have on 
the men, who are paid to protect him? 


Quarterbacks around the league, in- 


cluding Roman Gabriel at Phila- 
delphia, Ken Stabler at Oakland and 
Ken Anderson at Cincinnati, have been 
flooding into camp in the past few 
days. But the question has significant 
merit in Green Bay in view of the 
strong union beliefs and some of the 
previous statements made by the offen- 
sive linemen. 


For example, center Ken Bowman, 


tackle Dick Himes and guard Gale Gil- 
lingham all sharply criticized defen- 
sive captain Jim Carter when he de- 
cided to report. 


So the question — or one similar — 


was posed: Will you Gale Gillingham 
or Dick Himes or whoever be able to 
serve quarterback Jerry Tagge once 
the strike is settled without any ill 
will? 


"I'm getting paid to do a job and I'll 


do it," Gillingham replied. "I've said 
what I thought in the past and I don't 
care to comment on it any further." 


Himes, the starting right tackle who 


along with Gillingham forms the nu- 
cleus of the line, said, "That's what 
I'm getting paid to do. When it comes 
to play, I'll play. I've played before 
with guys I don't like — that's my job. 
But it's a lot easier to play with guys 
you do like." 


Bill Hayhoe, the starting left tackle 


for most of the past two years, said, 
"I've got too much other stuff on my 
mind. They've told me I'm going to be 
switched to center. So I'm not going to 
be worrying about somebody else once 
camp starts." 


For one of the few times during these 


difficult days, Coach Dan Devine 
showed his irritation Monday when 
queried about the effect of Tagge's re- 
porting will have on the team. 


He said if press reports are true that 


some veterans will bear grudges after 
the strike is settled, they aren't think- 
ing of the team's welfare. 


"I'm disturbed with that kind of talk 


because it doesn't exist at other 
camps," Devine grimly said. "When 
this is over, and God willing it will be 
over shortly, we'll go to camp and all 
go to work. 


"But this is getting more and more 


disturbing to our coaching staff. People 
making these comments are having a 
winning football team at Green Bay 
second or third on their priorities. 


"I still recognize the right of the 


player to strike. But when the strike is 
over, the minute it's over, as far as I'm 
concerned it's forgotten." 


Decine said he was impressed by the 


reaction of Tom Dempsey. Phila- 
delphia's player representative to the 
announcement that Gabriel was report- 
ing. Dempsey said, "All I know is that 
when the strike is over, I'll be looking 
up to Roman Gabriel for leadership, 
the same as last year." 


Jerry Tagge 


Tagge and guard Kent Branstetter 


both reported to Monday afternoon's 
practice after taking their physicals. 


Commenting on his decision, Tagge 


said, "I just felt I have to look at the 
future. We've got to prepare for the 
season. I just feel this was the right 
time. At this time I feel it is morally 
right to cross the picket line. I owe it to 
the Packers and the fans and to myself. 


"I feel I can help myself and my 


teammates by being in camp so we 
won't be in the position of being way 
behind. 


"A leader has got to make his own 


decision and I made it. It was time to 
make up my mind and I hope I made 
the right choice." 


Tagge said he has considered report- 


ing for some time back, but that last 
Thursday's game weighed heavily on 
his decision. "Sitting in my hotel room 
that night ate my guts out — knowing 
there was a game and 1 wasn't there," 
he said. 


As far as his teammates are con- 


cerned, Tagge said, "They are too good 
of ballplayers and individuals to let 
something like this bother them." 


Sheer practicality dictated Branstet-

Nearly 2,000.000 of you overpay your 


federal income taxes each year because 
of mathematical errors-an utterly 
silly waste of your own money which 
the U.S. government does not welcome 
and tries to avoid.

ery 17 returns had a mathematical er- 
ror. Included were 1,900,000 taxpayers 
who had overpaid their income taxes to 
the tune of a hefty $156 million. But 
that's only part of the tale, for the fact 
is that additional millions overpay in 
ways that go far beyond mistakes in 
arithmetic. 


If these taxpayers would only take 


the trouble to understand the tax laws 
better, they could substantially reduce 
their tax bills. 


Suggested guidelines 


The proper time for my annual how- 


to - slash-your-income-taxes-before-the- 
year-end series is the fall and I plan to 
submit the columns then. But now, in 
mid-year, says P. K. Seidman, senior 
consultant of the international account- 
ir>g firm of Seidman & Seidman, "is 
the time to start planning intelligently 
and the way to do that is to look at what 
taxpayers failed to do, or did incor- 
rectly last year, and build on that." 
More specifically, Seidman suggests 
these guidelines: 


Try now to estimate what your in-

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The second impeachment article 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Here is the 


text of the second article of impeach- 
ment, approved Monday by the House 
Judiciary Coomittee: 
Article II 


Using the powers of the office of 


President of the United States, Richard 
M. Nixon, in violation of his constitutio- 
nal oath faithfully to execute the office 
of President of the United States and, 
to the best of his ability, preserve, pro- 
tect, and defend the Constitution of the 
United States, and in disregard of his 
constitutional duty to take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed, has repeat- 
edly engaged in conduct violating the 
constitutional rights of citizens, im- 
pairing the due and proper adminis- 
tration of justice and the conduct of 
lawful inquiries, or contravening the 
laws governing agencies of the execu- 


tive branch and the purposes of these 
agencies. 


This conduct has included one or 


more of the following: 


(1) He has, acting personally and 


through his subordinates and agents, 
endeavored to obtain from the Internal 
Revenue Service, in violation of the 
constitutional rights of citizens, confi- 
dential information contained in in- 
come tax returns for purposes not au- 
thorized by law, and to cause, in 
violation of the constitutional rights of 
citizens, income tax audits or other in- 
come tax investigations to be initiated 
or conducted in a discriminatory man- 
ner. 


(2) He misused the Federal Bureau 


of Investigation, the Secret 
Service, 


and other executive personnel, in viola- 
tion or disregard of the constitutional 


rights of citizens, by directing, or au- 
thorizing such agencies or personnel to 
conduct or continue electronic surveil- 
lance or other investigations for pur- 
poses unrelated to national security, 
the enforcement of laws, or any other 
lawful function of his office; he did di- 
rect, authorize, or permit the use of in- 
formation obtained thereby for pur- 
poses unrelated to national security, 
the enforcement of laws, or any other 
lawful function of his office; and he did 
direct the concealment of certain 
records made by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation of electronic surveillance. 


(3) He has, acting personally and 


through his subordinates and agents, 
in violation or disregard of the consti- 
tutional rights of citizens, authorized 
and permitted to be maintained a se- 
cret investigative unit within the office 


of the President, financed in part with 
money derived from campaign contri- 
butions to him, which unlawfully uti- 
lized the resources of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, engaged in covert 
and unlawful activities, and attempted 
to prejudice the constitutional right of 
an accused to a fair trial. 


(4) He has failed to take care that the 


laws were faithfully executed by failing 
to act when he knew or had reason to 
know that his close subordinates endea- 
vored to impede and frustrate lawful 
inquiries by duly constituted executive, 
judicial, and legislative entities con- 
cerning the unlawful entry into the 
headquarters of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, and the cover-up 
thereof, and concerning other unlawful 
activities including those relating to 
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2nd article approved,

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
With ap- 


proval of two broad impeachment arti- 
cles behind it. the House Judiciary 
Committee opened debate today on 
whether President Nixon should be 
charged as well for his refusal to turn 
over subpoenaed tape recordings and 
other materials to its inquiry. 


The first impeachment article to be 


proposed by a Republican was offered 
by Rep. Robert McClory of Illinois, the 
minority's second-ranking member. 


The article said Nixon "has failed 


without lawful cause or excuse" to pro- 
duce the materals from 147 conversa- 
tions which the committee sought in 
eight subpoenas issued during April. 
May and June. 


"The prime example of stonewalling 


is right there." McClory told the com- 
mittee on its sixth day of nationally 
broadcast debate. 


In a bid to speed up proceedines. the 


panel agreed to a two-hour limit for 
general debate on the proposal. 


Other proposed articles on Nixon's 


personal finances and on the secret 
bombing of Cambodia were to be intro- 
duced later. Committee members were 
unsure if they could finish their delib- 


erations by tonight. 


The committee climaxed a 12-hour 


session Monday night by approving. 28 
to 10, an article charging Nixon with 
violating his oath of office and his con- 
stitutional duties. 


McClory predicted in advance of de- 


bate that his proposed third article 
would be approved 22 to 16. 


"Congress itself is pitted against the 


executive," he said in defense of his 
proposal. He said executive privilege 
"has no place in an impeachment in- 
quiry." 


McClory's swing to the proimpeach- 


ment side Monday in the abuse of 
power debate produced the most one- 
sided substantive vote of the public de- 
liberations. 


Seven Republicans joined the 21 com- 


mittee Democrats in support of the ar- 
ticle, which many of them judged to be 
stronger than the obstruction of justice 
article approved Saturday, 27-11. 


"Just as a consistent abuse of power 


holds more danger for the republic 
than a single criminal act, so is this a 
far more serious charge than in the ar- 
ticle already adopted." said Rep. Law- 
rence J. Hogan, R-Md., a leading sup- 


porter of Article II. 


Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D-Mass., 


called the committee's action "a vic- 
tory for justice" and said history may 
compare it to the challenge of the Eng- 
lish barons that led to the signing of 
the Magna Carta in 1215, a milestone in 
the growth of political liberty in Eng- 
land. 


President Nixon's supporters on the 


panel viewed the proceedings darkly. 
"I'm deeply concerned for the future of 
the presidency," said Rep. Delbert L. 
Latta. R-Ohio. 


Rep. Charles E. Wiggins. R-Calif., 


said the committee was taking a step 
toward parliamentary government by 
basing impeachment on so vague a 
charge as abuse of presidential power. 


But the Democrats and Republicans 


supporting the article said the offenses 
charged against Nixon were so serious 
they threatened the freedom of the 
American people. 


Article II is based on the oath a Pres- 


ident takes to faithfully execute his of- 
fice and to preserve, protect and de- 
fend the Constitution, and on the duty 
the Constitution imposes on him to see 
that the laws are faithfully executed.

However. Proxmire said Nixon's 


problems are far graver than those 
faced by the presidents Rush cited. 


"His'word, his honesty is going to be

He said the attacks 
on Nixon's credibility will make it 
harder for him to bolster confidence in 
his administration.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Reps. Harold

Kastenmeier was one of 21 Demo- 


crats and Froehlich one of seven Re- 
publicans voting for the article, which 
accuses Nixon of abusing the powers of 
the presidency. 


Earlier. Kastenmeier and Froehlich 


also were with the majority when the 
committee refused to strike from a pro- 
posed impeachment article a section 
charging the president with abusing 


It charges Nixon with violating both 


his oath and his constitutional duties 
by misusing the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice, authorizing illegal wiretaps, estab- 
lishing a secret investigative unit in 
the White House that engaged in unlaw- 
ful activities, and interfering with in- 
vestigations of the Watergate break-in 
and cover-up. 


"We came perilously close to losing 


our basic freedoms," said Rep. Paul S. 
Sarbanes, D-Md., in a final round of de- 
bate before the vote. "And it is for that 
reason we must act affirmatively 
tonight." 


During the long day and night of de- 


bate on the article, Nixon's supporters 
insisted there either was no evidence 
linking the President to the illegal acts 
charged, or that the acts were justified 
by national security considerations. 


The article covers acts by Nixon's 


subordinates, as well as his own, a pro- 
vision challenged by Wiggins as at- 
tempting to hold Nixon responsible for 
the misdeeds of others. 


But McClory, citing the score of for- 


mer White Ho'use and Nixon re-election 
campaign officials either in prison or 
under indictment, said Nixon could not 
escape responsibility. 


"A President can only act through 


his subordinates," McClory said. "The 
question is, is he tolerating, has he tol- 
erated this kind of conduct in and 
around the White House?" 


Much of the debate centered on the 


establishment of the plumbers investi- 
gative unit in the White House, which 
Nixon's defenders said was entirely 
justified by national security concerns 
caused by the leaking of the Pentagon 
Papers by Daniel Ellsberg. 


Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., said be- 


tween the administration's wiretapping 
of private citizens and the operations of 
the plumbers unit, "the Nixon White 
House made the secret police a realty 
in the United States. 


The third article to be proposed is 


also based on Nixon's oath of office and 
constitutional requirement to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed. 


It states that he "has failed without 


lawful cause or excuse to produce pa- 
pers and things as directed by duly au- 
thorized subpoenas ..." The committee 
issued eight subpoenas calling 
ftft. 


tapes of 147 conversations. It received 
edited transcripts of 42 conversations. 


McClory's proposed article says by 


refusing to honor the subpoenas, Nixon 
was undermining the constitutional 
process of impeachment. 


Only McClory and Hogan among the 


Republicans are expected to support 
the proposed article, and at least one 
Democrat, Rep. Walter Flowers, D- 
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the FBI and other agencies in elec- 
tronic surveillance activities. 


Twenty-one Democrats and seven Re- 


publicans voted against the motion to 
strike.

Greece, Turkey 
agree on Cyprus

'Turkey and Greece have reached a 


compronlise agreement "in principle" 
for ending their military showdown on 
Cyprus, a spokesman for the Turkish 
delegation to the Geneva peace talks 
reported today. 


He predicted the accord would be 


signed this afternoon. 


But Greek Foreign Minister George 


Mavros told newsmen that, while he is 
hopeful, there were still a number of 
problems to resolve before a truce 
could be signed. 


The Turkish spokesman said the 


exact wording of the agreement was 
being worked out, including a compro- 
mise on the potentially explosive issue 
of Turkish troop withdrawals. He indi- 
cated the Turks would agree to wording 
in the agreement that would speak of 
Turkish troop reductions, rather than 
withdrawals. 


A Greek delegate said, however, that 


the new Turkish formula commits the 
Ankara government to withdraw its in- 
vasion force when a final political set- 
tlement is reached on the Medi- 
terranean island. The Turkish military 
presence thereby would be officially de- 
fined as temporary, thus saving the 
Greeks face. 


Once an interim military agreement 


is concluded in Geneva, the Cyprus 


peace talks will be able to advance to a 
second stage to deal with the island re- 
public's political future. This would in- 
clude an overhauling of the Cyprus con- 
stitution as well as the 1960 agreement 
whereby Greece, Turkey and Britain 
guaranteed Cyprus independence. 


These talks could begin toward the 


end of the first week in August, the 
Turkish spokesman said. One date 
being mentioned was Aug. 8. 


Observers in Geneva reacted to the 


latest pronouncements with caution, re- 
calling that several times during the 
six-days of talks delegates had said an 
agreement was near at hand. But each 
time the accord fell through at the last 
moment. 


The talks again appeared headed 


toward failure when Turkey, which had 
been taking a hard line, offered new 
proposals at the three power confer- 
ence.

The new Turkish proposals came af- 


ter Secretary of State Henry A. Kiss- 
inger conferred long-distance from 
Washington with Turkish Premier Bu- 
lent Ecevit in Ankara. Turkish sources 
said.

Married cadet to press 
fight against West Point 
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LEXINGTON, Mass. (AP) - Donald 


Boyd does not look like a rebel. Ana un- 
til he challenged West Point's rule 
against cadet marriages, he says he 
didn't feel like one. either. 


"But I do now, because I'm fighting 


for something I believe in," Boyd said 
Monday. 


The army career of Boyd. 23. fell 


apart on May 9. when the U.S. Military 
Academy received an anonymous letter 
that began, "It is known that cadet 
Donald Boyd, class of 1974, is mar- 
ried...." 
His tactical officer told him he would 


either have to quit the academy or be 
thrown out. Boyd chose to fight. 


He already has been denied a tempo- 


rary restraining order, and he plans to 
go fnto U.S. District Court in New York 
on Aug. 20 to seek an injunction. 


The academy prohibits cadet mar- 


riages, but it is not denying Boyd a de- 
gree and a commission because he got 
married. The technical charge against 
Bovd is violating the academy's honor 
code by lying about his marital status. 
The alleged lying occurred when he 
listed the former Joanne K. "Jody" 
Moon on an insurance form as a friend 
instead of his wife. 


But for the Boyds. who had known 


each other since prep school three 
years earlier, getting married was a 
matter of honor, too. 


"We wanted to," said Jody, 22. a 


slim, reddish blonde. 


"We had been planning on it. But it 


was' kind of pushed by the fact that I 
got pregnant. We might have waited 
otherwise." 


On December 23. 1972, the couple got 


married in a small ceremony at Jody's 
parents' home in Silver Spring, Md. 


"1 knew other kids whose girl friends 


got abortions." Boyd said. "I don't be- 
lieve in abortion. There was only one 
decision — when to get married." 


He said the thought of letting Jody 


have the baby and wait until after 
graduation to get married did not seem 
right either. 


"I could not accept having my child 


being illegitimate." Boyd said. 


Now the couple and their 11-month- 


old daughter. Christin, live in Boyd's 
•parents' Victorian house, and they wail 
for an outcome. 


Boyd's lawyer. Steven Hyman of New 


York", said that in his next court ap- 
pearance, he would try "to stop them 
from using the code as a ruse for oust- 
ing Don from the academy and to have 
the marriage rule declared uncon- 
stitutional." Hyman succeeded in get- 
tma a similar marriage ban at the U.S. 
Merchant Marine Academy declared 
unconstitutional. 


Boyd said the honor charge was a

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Defining an impeachable offense 


Determination of what constitutes an impeachable of- 


fense has taken a great deal of time of the members of the 
House Judiciary Committee and well it might. Yet those 
Founding Fathers who wrote the United States Constitution 
paid it little heed. Which of course makes for the problem 
today. 


The men who drew up the Constitution, however, did give 


a great deal of time and thought to the nature of the execu- 
tive itself. Their own history, the status of government in 
Europe at the time and their immediate concerns are ob- 
vious. 


The earlier Articles of Confederation provided for no 


clearly defined executive at all. Instead Congress was au- 
thorized to set up "committees and civil officers as may be 
necessary for managing the general affairs of the united 
states under their direction." Anyone appointed by Con- 
gress to preside over them could serve only one year out of 
any three. There obviously was not going to be a strong 
man taking over the affairs of the young United States. 


It didn't work but there were other lacks in the Articles 


of Confederation which contributed to their demise as well. 


Delegates to the Constitutional Convention were split on 


the nature of the executive. One faction believed absolutely 
in a weak executive, chosen by and responsible to the legis- 
lature. The other group denied this theory of separation of 
powers led to the presidential elector compromise. Few if 
any delegates to the Constitutional Convention believed in 
democracy to the extent of direct popular election. 


Other elements contributed to the nature of the executive 


as it developed at the convention. The compact theory of 
government, the doctrine of natural law, the concept of ex- 
ecutive authority as almost inherently corrupt, and the de- 
velopment of the dominance of common law translated into 
a written constitution and being supreme over legislature 
and executive, all had their impact. 


Indirectly then the concept of the executive being subject 


to the reins of judicial review and legislative restraint 
spelled out in the separation of powers, and his subser- 
vience to the Constitution as supreme law, put their stamp 
upon impeachment. Those who wrote the Constitution prob- 
ably did not believe they had to be more descriptive of what 
constituted an impeachable offense. That would by neces- 
sity be left to future generations as the occasion arose. 


NATO consultation works 


When Foreign Ministers of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 


ganization met a few weeks ago, they agreed to consult 
with each other if serious threats to peace occurred. The 
crisis of the Cyprus revolt gave them that opportunity. It 
was a considerable success, at least so far. 


Within two hours of the outbreak, Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger and the foreign ministers of nine countries 
were able to be in touch with one another about the dan- 
gers. Not only that, they agreed on how to word sharp 
warnings to the governments of both Turkey and Greece. 
While Turkey went ahead and invaded Cyprus, it did not 
push the conflict to a bloody conclusion. The military junta 
in Greece resigned. No one knows how much NATO unity 
influenced both countries. 


No one knows either how the foreign ministers would 


have acted in case Greece and Turkey did go to war. But 
presumably, after the first desperate flurry of averting the 
conflict was over, the foreign ministers must have consid- 
ered what to do in case the worst happened. Their unity 
may also have influenced the Soviet Union. The Russians 
strongly criticized Greece and seemed completely on the 
side of the Turks but they issued no particularly bombastic 
statements. Apparently the Turkish government either felt 
it did not have the complete support of the Russians or it 
feared to get into a situation where that might occur. 


Last fall European members of NATO were highly criti- 


cal of the United States for its unilateral alerting of its mil- 
itary forces at the time of the Middle East October war. 
Had they known how casually that decision was made, they 
might have been even more concerned. Secretary Kissinger 
later blasted various European governments for seeking 
and making independent deals with the oil producing na- 
tions. 


There have been new governments in a number of NATO 


countries since that time. All have slim majorities or must 
arrange coalition compromises in order to govern. This 
may have made them more accommodating. The United 
States government is not currently in the best of shape ei- 
ther. Secretary Kissinger is well aware of the value of con- 
sultation and negotiation and presumably no one is order- 
ing him to go it alone. 


There is also a truism regarding human beings that coop- 


eration often accompanies danger. Nations, like people, of- 
ten find it more difficult to get along with each other when 
there is no outside threat to their safety. 


Reportedly Secretary Kissinger is anxious to use the new 


consultative practices in such areas as trade and monetary 
policies. But individual nations are usually quite per- 
snickety about such matters. Eve 
the threat of worse 


world-wide inflation may not encourage much cooperation. 


But it apparently worked quite well over Cyprus and that 


is a large plus after quite a few discouraging minuses. 


This is going too far 


Man has survived and thrived on his ingenuity. He has 


made something useful out of something useless and so 
prospered. He has made something beautiful out of some- 
thing ugly and so been made happy. 


It is possible that man has now stretched this marvelous 


ingenuity just a bit too far. A trader in Idaho has found that 
he can coat elk chips and make them into jewelry. And that 
some people will pay real money for the privilege of having 
dung dangling from the earlobes or droppings draped from 
their tie tacks. 


It is perhaps a good time to say "whoa" to this fad before 


we find ourselves sporting buffalo chip chapeaus or making 
centerpieces out of horse paddies.

How much is incumbency advantage worth? 


MADISON — A recent study of respectable 


sponsorship has estimated that the member of 
the House of Representatives starts his cam- 
paign for re-election with a $275,000 financial 
advantage over the typical challenger. 


The $275,000 is the amount of tax-funded sub- 


sidy the incumbent enjoys in salary, allow- 
ances, staff and miscellaneous goodies that 
generations of predecessors have provided by 
law, so slowly and quietly that most of their 
constituents were almost wholly unaware of 
them. 


The "incumbency advantage" will have more 


consideration as the country moves ever more 
determinedly to fix controls over the use of 
money in political campaigns. It is perfectly 
evident that the man who has a campaign chest 
of $100,000, for example, in a contest with an- 
other who has $50,000 or less, starts as the fa- 
vorite, all other considerations being equal. If 
the $275,000 incumbency bonus of a congress- 
man is a reasonable computation, indeed, then 
the handicap a competitor, party popularity 
aside, is enormous and in many instances must 
be a serious obstacle to recruitment by the par- 
ties. 


That deterrent, however it is measured, is 


likely to become more important, especially in 
other important offices involving the integrity 
of representative government. 


In state politics, the familiar illustration of 


change in the competitive positions of incum- 
bent and challenger is the state legislature. Too 
much emphasis has been put upon literal sal- 
ary. The current compensation of about $10,000 
is "not excessive if it is viewed with some under- 
standing of the rapidly changed duties and 
time requirements of legislative membership 
during a short period. A reasonable case can be 
made, indeed, for the $16,000 level that will 
prevail for state senators and representatives 
after 1975. In most instances, the legislator's 
earnings are unlikely to be appreciably higher 
than those of a typical challenger. 


The "incumbency factor" relates to the ex- 


tras. Nobody has yet translated them into a 
generally acceptable dollar equivalent, perhaps 
because incumbents don't like to talk about 
them and outsiders don't wholly understand 
them. 


The salary of a state senator beginning next 


year will be $16.000. for example. But that will 
•be a comparatively small part of his compensa- 
tion, considering political campaign gains rea- 
listically. Under present arrangements he is 
entitled to employ an administrative assistant 
and a secretary. If he is a committee chairman, 
he can claim more assistance. 


He has telephone service at state expenses 


and an allowance for postage and printing that 
is nominally controlled but is generously flex- 
ible in practice. He has specialized resources in 
his party caucus budget, notably for publicity 


and miscellaneous political assistance. In a 
reasonable measure, his perquisites are sub- 
stantially more valuable in dollar terms than 
the total of $16.000 a rival is allowed to spend to 
compete with him in the next election. 


A better example, perhaps, is the office of 


governor The law allows $500.000 to be spent 
bv a gubernatorial candidate. But that seems 
more generous for the challenger than it is 
likely to be in typical contests, because of the 
enormous advantage of the incumbent gover- 
nor in staff, travel, command of publicity, re- 
search assistance, communications, auto and 
related allowances, housing and entertainment 
account, to suggest the major 
perquisites. 


Each of these to a degree is granted with an 
awareness that it will serve a political as well 
as a general public purpose and with the 
knowledge of everybody concerned that no 
auditor will ever turn up to attempt a demarca- 
tion. 


Indeed, the resources of the incumbent have 


grown to such an extent that in a typical situ- 
ation the hope for unseating him must relate to 
his record, rather than in matching his com- 
munication with the voter. Thus there will be 
continuing talk about establishing a price on 
"incumbency advantage" by law. But there is 
little chance'that an agreeable formula can be 
devised. The incumbents will be making the 
decision.

* Pride' prompts 
Detroit cleanup 


DETROIT (AP) — Pride is said to be 


uplifting, but for this city it also leads 
to facelifting. 


This year's annual spring cleaning, a 


project called "Pride" by Detroiters, 
saw over 4,000,000 pounds of trash and 
debris picked up from the streets and 
alleys of an 80square-mile section of 
the Motor City. 


The program, which began in 1970, 


involved some 125,000 residents as well 
as Detroit businessmen who contrib- 
uted $25,000 to pay for supplies and 
promotional material. Fire 
stations 


passed out 250,000 trash bags and po- 
lice precincts distributed bumper sti- 
ckers and posters. The Detroit Depart- 
ment of Public Works sent 1,000 men 
and 250 sanitation trucks on special 
runs throughout the city, while the 
Michigan National Guard assigned 50 
trucks and 200 men to patrol the area, 
collecting debris too heavy or bulky for 
the sanitation trucks to handle.

It is incredible, in retrospect, how 


much has changed in the nine months 
since the House Judiciary Committee 
was authorized to begin its inquiry into 
the charges of corruption against Pres- 
ident Nixon. 


As the swift rush of events leads 


toward the possible impeachment of 
the President, it is useful to pause and 
reflect upon those changes. This coun- 
try has come a long way, baby, since 
that fateful October. 


That was the month the scandal en- 


tered its final phase, although it was 
not apparent at the time. The President 
was still very much in charge of the 
country. A Gallup poll had recently in- 
dicated that only 19 per cent of those 
surveyed thought the President's ac- 
tions serious enough for removal from 
office, and a special Sindlinger Report 
found that more Americans felt Sen. 
Edward Kennedy's Chappaquiddick ac- 
cident was "more morally reprehen- 
sible" than Watergate. The Senate Wa- 
tergate hearings had wounded Nixon, 
but a continued slide downward did not 
seem inevitable. 


The House Judiciary Committee be- 


gan its task two weeks after the Presi- 
dent named House Minority Leader 
Gerald Ford to be his second Vice Pres- 
ident, replacing his previous favorite, 
who had just been sentenced for tax 
evasion. 


In those days, the country had 


scarcely heard of Gerald Ford. Today, 
Ford is the runaway choice for the 1976 
presidential nomination of his party 
and runs only 11 per cent behind Sen. 
Edward Kennedy in the latest Gallup 
presidential trial heat. 


The mood changes 


Back in October, the public was fear- 


ful of the impeachment process and the 
trauma it might inflict upon the coun- 
try. Bumper stickers which proclaimed 
"get off his back" were popular. But in 
the intervening months, as the evi- 
dence has poured forth, the mood has 
steadily changed from "don't do it" to 
"get it over with." Even a temporary 
wish that the President would resign 
and save the nation from impeachment 
has faded, in favor of a strong senti- 
ment that the democratic process must 
function to completion. The President's 
job approval rating, according to the 
Gallup poll, is now at 24 per cent. 


Since October, 22 high federal offi- 


cials and presidential advisers have 
pleaded guiltv or been convicted of 
crimes, and more have been indicted 
but not yet tried. The President, except 
for intermittent public displays of ac- 
tivity, has increasingly %vithdrawn. He 
now apparently speaks only to blind 
loyalists and allows no outside input at 
all. The ambassador of an important 
European ally recently reported to his 
government that the President is no 
longer able to influence either domestic 
or foreigh policy.

Henry Kissinger, the Nobel peace- 


prize winner who was the President's 
crown jewel, has been tarnished by the 
wiretapping controversy. Warren Bur- 
ger, the President's choice for Chief 
Justice of the United States, and a man 
many consider to be one of the most po- 
litical of all justices, has just presided 
over a unanimous court rebuke to the 
President. 


Indeed, great changes. An historic 


crisis moves to a climax, and it is dif- 
ficult to remember how it all was yes- 
terdav.

"To my knowledge, this is the first 


ime a group of financial institutions 
las made a commitment of this type to 
i university," 
Chancellor Robert 


Birnbaum said. 


"This new program reflects their 


•ecognition of student needs and their 
:oncern that students be provided with 
he means for completing their educa- 
.ion. It also indicates the kind of coop- 
sration and goodwill that is being de- 
veloped between the community and 
.he university. 


According to university officials, 


nany students have had difficulties in 
.he past securing the guaranteed loans 
from their hometown banks because of 
the administrative load involved in pro- 
:essing the loans or similar factors. 
Under the Oshkosh plan, the school's 
financial aid office m\\ assume the ad- 
tninistrative work involved. 


"This new program will guarantee 


that every qualified UWO student who 
ipplies will be able to obtain a loan this 
/ear," Kenneth Cook, financial aids di- 
rector, said. 


The plan is being activated immedi- 


ately so students entering UWO this 
fall may take advantage of the loan op- 
portunity. Interested students should 
contact the financial aids office as soon 
as possible, according to Cook. 


Working with the financial aids of- 


fice, the Oshkosh bank group will ro- 
tate loan requests among its four mem- 
bers, except in the case where a 
student already had an account. 


Under the federal guaranteed loan 


program, students may obtain loans at 
7 per cent interest. In most cases, in- 
terest is waived until the student leaves 
school.

ter, you must report those wages to the 
Internal Revenue Service, according to 
the local Social Security office. This re- 
port is due at the end of each quarter. 
A calendar quarter is a three-month 
period beginning Jan. 1, April 1, July 
1, and Oct. 1. 


Social Security contributions must be 


paid on these wages. You may deduct 
§.85 per cent from ;he worker's wages 
or you may want to pay his part of his 
contributions yourself. Your contribu- 
tion is an equal airount. 
- People who do similar work in

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Method of computing bank interest 
makes a cash difference to savers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Government 


ceilings offer small savers little choice 
in interest rates at federally chartered 
banks, but the way that interest is com- 
puted is another matter. 


Bank specialists estimate there are 


as many as 50 different ways of com- 
puting interest. 


The Federal Reserve Board, after a 


study as part of proposed truth-in-sav- 
ing legislation, recommended Monday 
that the government avoid limiting sav- 
ers' options by standardizing methods 
for computing interest. 


Instead, the Fed supported legisla- 


tion pending in a Senate committee to 
require fuller disclosure of how earn- 
ings are figured. 


Cold cash is at stake for savers. 
Take, for example, a husband and 


wife who decided in January to put 
away $100 every month toward a 
Christmas vacation. 


If the money is saved at the max- 


imum 5 per cent in a bank that uses a 
strict variety of the low quarterly bal- 
ance system of figuring interest, the 
couple will have $1,111.30 to withdraw 
in December. 


If the money is saved in a bank that 


uses day-of-deposit to day-of-with- 
drawal computations. They'll get back 
SI,127.64 at the same 5 per cent inter- 
est. 


The difference is $16.34, or enough 


for a modest dinner for two. 


The crucial factor is that the strict 


application of the minimum balance 
rule means the couple gets no interest 
for money on deposit in the January- 
March or October-December quarters. 
Their minimum balance in those peri- 
ods v.-as 0. 


The day-of-deposit method, for the 


savings account depositor, rates vir- 
tually even with continuous compound- 


ing Both methods offer the highest re- 
turns to the saver of the various 
computation methods currently used. 


Yet an American Banking Associ- 


ation survey shows that more than half 
of the banks responding used some 
method with a lower return for savers 
than offered by day of deposit. 


William Wood, associate director of 


the trade association's deposit division, 
said in an interview that the 41 per cent 
using day-of-deposit is an increase over 
the 20 per cent reporting use of the 
method in a 1968 survey. 


Wood, who provided the estimate of 


the 50 different methods to compute in- 
terest, said the change also probably 
represents increased competition and 
reliance on computers. The compli- 
cated computations involved in the day- 
of-deposit method virtually require a 
computer.

Disciplinary restraints threatened 
against first Episcopal women priests 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The Epis- 


copal Church now has its first women 
priests, an office they gained in an 
open revolt against age-old ecclesiasti- 
cal barriers. 


They face threatened disciplinary re- 


' straints on their new ministry. 


But the 11 women ordained here 


Monday, with four bishops conferring 
on them the order of priesthood, indi- 
cated a confidence about their future 
that resembled the exuberance of the 
occasion. 


"I've been ministering to oppressed 


people, and I'll continue to do that — as 
a priest," said the Rev. Katrina Swan- 
son, of Leaw iod, Kan., one of the newly 
ordained women. 


Their hopeful mood, expressed at a 


news conference, followed a crowded, 
clamorous but jubilant three-hour cere- 
mony of hymns, litanies and solemn 
vows. About 1,500 people boomed out 
the responses and songs. 


"Amen!" they thundered after each 


prayer. Applause swelled repeatedly 
through the high-domed sanctuary, the 
century-old Church of the Advocate. 


"Take thou authority to execute the 


office of a priest in the church of God," 
the bishops pronounced in turn, plac- 
ing their hands on the heads of the new 
ministers in the ancient ritual, as tele- 
vision lights glared in the chancel area. 


Scores of robed priests extended 


their hands, in a gesture co-affirming 
the action. Many came from other 
cities to cheer the advent of women 
priests. 


It happened 
in defiance'of 
the 


church's practice and traditions, and 
ran counter to 20 centuries of male 
dominance of Christian priesthood. 


"We believe it is a Christian duty to 


disobey unjust laws," Charles V. 
Willie, a Harvard professor and vice 
president of the church's lay-clergy 
House of Deputies, told the congrega- 
tion. 


The women are not only the first fe- 


male priests in the Episcopal Church's 
nistory, but the first in the Western 
A-orld to be ordained through the so- 
called "apostolic succession." 


This is a chain of authority carried 


on through the generations by bishops 
since the time of Jesus' apostles, a line- 
age maintained in Roman Catholic, 
Eastern Orthodox and Anglican 
churches, of which the Episcopal 
Church is the American branch. 


At a point in the rite when retired 


Colorado Bishop Daniel Corrigan asked 
if those present knew of "any imped- 
iments" to the ordinations, several 
priests stepped forward to voice dis- 
sents. 


"Unlawful and schismatical, pro- 


tested the Rev. Charles H. Osborne, ex- 
ecutive director of the American 
Church 
Union, an Anglo-Catholic 


group. 


A "renegade service," said the Rev. 


James Leach, of Providence, R.I. 


"Perversion," accused the Rev. 


George Rutler, of Philadelphia, draw- 
ing a wave of boos. 


Bishop Corrigan replied that Scrip- 


ture and Christian teaching challenge 
"our customary rules and ways," and 
not only permit the ordination action 
but "command it." 


Above the altar hung a Scripture quo- 


tation, "In Christ there is neither male 
nor female ... We are one." 


Unexpectedly, a currently active pre- 


late, Bishop Antonio Ramos, of Costa 
Rica, joining Bishop Corrigan and two 
other retired bishops in officiating at 
the service. 


He termed it an act of "ecclesiastical 


disobedience on our part, willfully done 
to abolish a system of canon laws which 
is discriminatory" against women. 


The other two participating bishops 


were retired West Missouri Bishop Ed- 
ward R. Welles, now of Manset, Maine, 
and resigned Philadelphia Bishop Rob- 
ert Dewitt. 


"Some of us will be considered mav- 


ericks," Bishop Ramos told the news 
conference afterward, predicting dis- 
ciplinary efforts may be forthcoming, 
but he added that "unjust laws must be 
challenged." 


The church's triennial general con- 


vention twice has narrowly defeated 
moves to authorize women priests, the 
last time by a technicality, although a 
majority of lay-clergy delegates 
fa- 


vored the proposed change. 


So has a majority of the church's bi- 


shops. 


The church's laws don't specifically 


ban women priests, but tradition and 
practice have done so. The canons do 
require that priestly candidates be rec- 
ommended by their home bishop's 
diocesan standing committee, but that 
was not forthcoming in the ordination 
of the women. 


This was the basis of some objec- 


tions, and of indicated disciplinary 
steps to keep the women from exercis- 
ing their priesthood. Only priests can 
celebrate communion, the church's 
central act of worship. 


Besides the Rev. Mrs. Swanson, the 


women are the Revs. Merrill Bittner, 
27, of Webster, N.Y.; Alia Bozarth 
Campbell, 27, and Jeanette Piccard, 79, 
both of Minneapolis; Alison Cheek, of 
Annandale, Va.; Emily Hewitt, 30, of 
Newton Centre, Mass.; Carter Key- 
ward, 29, of New York City; Suzanne 
Hiatt, 37, of Philadelphia; Betty 
Schiess, 51, of Syracuse, N.Y.; Nancy 
Wittig, 28, of Warren, N.J.; and Marie 
Moorefield, 30, of Topeka, Kan. 


Elliot dies at 33,

"She had been dead for a consider- 


able time before her body was found," 
Dr. Greenburg said. 


The singer, who rose to fame in the 


1960s as the leading Mama of The 
Mamas and the Papas, completed a 
two-week engagement at the Palladium 
Saturday night. She was preparing to 
start a tour of Britain. 


"This last week was the happiest I 


have ever seen her," said her manager, 
Allan Carr. -she told me after she had 
received a standing ovation at the Pal- 
ladium: 'I feel that I have given the 
best of myself 23 times, but I have 
never felt better about anything I have 
ever done professionally.'" 


Dr. Greenburg said she had been 


dieting and had "been doing quite 
well." She told an interviewer from the 
Times of London a few days ago she 
had lost 80 pounds in the past year.

singer James R. Hendricks, Vanessa, 
was reported with her grandmother in 
Baltimore, Md. 


Born Ellen Naomi Cohen in Balti- 


more, Md., she grew up in Virginia and 
Maryland and took the name Cas- 
sandra Elliot before going to New York 
at 19 to try for a stage career. After a 
few small parts and a role in a touring 
company of "The Music Man," she 
turned to singing, first with Denny Do- 
herty and Tim Rose in a group called 
The Big Three, then with Doherty and 
two others as The Mugwumps. 


The Mugwumps also failed with the 


public and split up. Then Miss Elliot 
and Doherty teamed with John and 
Michelle Phillips as The Mamas and 
the Papas. Success came quickly in the 
form of million-selling gold records 
and sellout concerts across the country. 


The Mamas and the Papas split up 


amicably in 1968, and Miss Elliot 
struck out on her own with recordings 
and television and night club appear- 
ances. Her hit records as a single in- 
cluded "Dream a Little Dream of Me" 
and "Make Your Own Kind of Loving."
